NO RECEIVER FOR THE WABASH. 


Report Tliat a Receiver Was to Be 


Applied For Positively Denied.

The only way now to incror.se 
the supply, is by restriction "by law and 
through tho hatcheries, and unless we 
can pass laws and enforce them to 
guard and protect tho spawning bods 
of Lake Erie and tho rivers entering, 
therein, it will only be a question ol 
time—and a very short ono at that— 
when the.supply of fish will.be ex- 
hausted and this.excellent food disap- 
pear from the tables of our people.
